KINGSTON, Oct. 22.—Charles B. Hughes 
spoke to 2,500 Kingston people to-night 
im two meetings that compared favorably 
in point of earnestness and enthusiasm 
with any that he has held since he took 
the stump. He addressed 1,000 people in 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
Mall, and then 1,500 more at the Opera 
House, which was packed to the doors. 

The indications are that the Hughes 
wave that swept up into St. Lawrence 
Geunty last week is advancing into Ul- 
ster, and, as in other places where Mr. 
Hlughes has talked, Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats are uniting in pledging him their 
support. Ulster County Democrats, in- 
deed, save for the contingent that ob- 
teined seats in the Buffalo Convention 
through an alliance with the Hearst 
forces, appear to be more bitter against 
the combination candidate of the Demo- 
oratio Party and Independence League 
than any Democrats that have been met 
im the Hughes tour. They are talking 
@* helping the Republicans give 3,000 ma- 
goyity for Mr. Hughes in Ulster, instead 
of the normal 1,800. 

Mr. Hughes himself took note of this 
to-night when he made his appeal for the 
gupport of both Republicans and Demo- 
@rats in the present canvass. 

“The political cockroaches and Croton 
bugs of the Demooratic Party are not 
those with whom the Republicans in this 
Campaign are ashamed to associate,” he 
Geclared, while his audience went wild 
with cheers. 

In both his audiences to-night Mr. 
Hiughes had an intermixture of social ele- 
ments, for, while the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Assoolation hall is down by the rail- 
road, a good many of the “church peo- 
ple” went down there to hear him and 
formed perhaps a half of the crowd. The 
remainder was made up of shop and store 
workers and a good sprinkling of factory 
aonds. At the Opera House every social 
station was represented, and it seemed 
that all cheered and applauded alike, and 
that all took Mr. Hughes very seriously, 
as most of his audiences .do. 

The speeches were notable by reason of 
the most direct declaration of his inten- 
tion to go after the State departments at 
Albany, wherever there is occasion for 
housecleaning, that Mr. Hughes has made 
yet on the stump, naming specifically the 
Banking Department, the Insurance De- 
partinent, the Railroad Commission, and 
the Gas Commission, four corners of the 
Administration that Mr. Hearst has dwelt 
on especially in his speeches. Mr. Hughes 
pledged himself personally to see it 
that if he were Governor there would be 
departmental management in the inter- 
ests of all the people of the State, or that 
he would know why not. 

Insurance Reforms Assured. 
Mr. Hughes said, in part:

I have been recently in 
receipt many communications asking 
me what I propose to do in regard 
certain departments and certain commis- 
sions. I had supposed that I had made 
my position known in unmistakable terms, 
and I had supposed that I had stated 
without any possibility of misunderstand- 
ing what I proposed to do. I had stated 
repeatedly that no departmental action, 
so far as I could prevent it, should be 
taken or obstructed with reference to any 
interest except the public welfare, I have 
stated that { desired and should make 
an examination of matters in the depart- 
ments, that I should ascertain whether 
there was any wrongdoing, and fix the 
responsibility for it, no matter who stood 
in the way. When I say that I mean it. 
[Applause.] 

‘*We have, for example, tha Banking 
Department. If I elected Governor, 
1 propose, as I have said, to have an ex- 
amination of my own, and when the facts 
in a responsible way, I 
propose to deal with them justly and 
fearlessly, without malice toward any 
one, and solely in the interest of the peo- 
ple. [Applause.] 

“We have an Insurance Department 
charged with great responsibilities in con- 
nection with a business which touches al- 
most every one of us. The Insurance De- 
partment under the recent legislation has 
been charged with greater responsibilities 
than ever. I may pause here to say that 
the efforts to minimize the results of the 
insurance investigation or the benefits de- 
rived from the legislation enacted in pur- 
suance of the recommendations of the In- 
surance Committee, cannot be successful 
as long as the people of the State of New 
York have memories. [Applause.] 

** Now I propose that to the extent that 
in me lies the Insurance Department shall 
be conducted for the purpose of making 
effective reforms, and in the inter- 
est of the policy holders. [Applause.] If 
any amendment is required for their fur- 
ther protection, if it appears that there 
is any part of the law which should be 
strengthened or in regard to which some- 
thing should be done to make effective 
Governmental supervision and contro] of 
that important business in the interest of 
the policy holders, then I am for that 
amendment and for that strengthening. 

“In other words, we have not gone 
through the pain and travail of an in- 
surance investigation to find that we have 
as a result a return to the conditions 
which we have deplored. We shall have 
the Insurance Department managed as 
the policy holders of the State want and 
are entitled to have it managed, [Ap- 
plause.]

OF MONEY MARKET RELIEF 


Gold Advances to be Stopped and 
Note Circulation Increased. 


A NEW ELASTIC CURRENCY 


rd 
Secretary Says He Has No Desire to 
Disturb Europe’s Finances by 
More Gold Imports. 


Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. 
Shaw, who came here yesterday to con- 
sider the money market disturbance 
caused by the Bank of England's unex- 
pected increase of its rate of discount to 
6 per cent., announced last night a plan 
intended to increase available circulation 
by $18,000,000, and at the same time gave 
notice that after to-day the special de- 
posits against gold engagements abroad 
will be discontinued. 

Secretary Shaw’s plan for an increase 
in circulation provides for the substitu- 
tion to the extent of $18,000,000 of ap- 
proved securities, other than Govern- 
ments, for Government bonds now pledged 
as security for Government deposits. It 
is provided that the bonds so released 
shall immediately be used to take out ad- 
ditional national bank circulation. 

Any bank which profits by this offer 
must agree to retire the circulation ob- 
tained in this way some time between 
March 15 and Aug. 10 next. The banks 
when taking out the circulation will be 
required to make application for its re- 
tirement, and the order or per cent. of 
retirement from month to month will be 
determined by the Treasury Department. 

This latter provision is an innovation. 
It Imits the life of this additional cur- 
rency to a fixed number of months. By 
making these $18,000,000 of banknotes {m- 
mediately available and by providing for 
their gradual retirement during the Spring 
and Summer months, Secretary Shaw cx- 
pects to demonstrate in Nmited form the 
benefits of an elastic currency. That the 
Secretary has such an object in view is 
specially interesting, taken in conjunction 
with the statement from Washington that 
President Roosevelt, after a conference 
with Secretary Shaw, has decided to in- 
clude in his annual message to Congress 
a recommendation in favor of an elastic 
currency. 

In announcing the discontinuance of 
special deposits against gold imports, 
Secretary Shaw said that the gold im- 
ports had exceeded his expectations, and 
he believed that for the present America 
had quite its share of the precious metal. 
He had no disposition, he said, to disturb 
conditions in Europe by a continuation 
of that method of relizf for the money 
market in this country. 

An officer of one of the leading National 
banks said last night that, while under 
Secretary Shaw’s plan the whole $18,000,- 
000 of new circulation may not be taken 
out, he thought a very large part of it 
will be Some difficulty may be encoun- 
tered by reason of some of the banks not 
haying sufficient notes already printed, 
but this will be overcome, in large meas- 
ure at least, by the willingness of the 


bonds released under his plan fo other 
banks than those now holding them.

The company contended that it would 
be impossible to bring its books to Mil- 
waukee, as a transfer of its records would 
tie up its world-wide business. Attorneys 
for the Equitable here say that they will 
appeal from the order.

FRANCE WOULDN’T HELP US. 


The Bank of France Would Resist 
Withdrawals of Gold to be Sent Here. 


‘PARIS, Oct, 22.—Leading French bank- 
ers are keenly watching the monetary sit- 
uation abroad. The position of Paris is 
fairly good, and the prevailing impression 
is that the Bank of France will not hurt 
French interests by raising its discount 
rate. 

At the same time, while it is consid- 
ered possible that the Bank of France 
might make a moderate loan of gold to 
the Bank of England, to relieve the con- 
ditions there, it would, it is asserted, re- 
sist withdrawals of gold for America. A 
prominent international banker expressed 
the opinion that the United States would 
not get much more gold here, as the 
Bank would block any attempts in that 
direction by exercising its option to pay 
in silver. 

The banker said that he expressed the 
view of the French bankers when he 
voiced the opinion that the United States 
had sufficient funds for the legitimate 
requirements of trade, and that there was 
no reason why Europe should help to 
finance the speculative movement in New 
York. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—The tone on the 
Stock Exchange was much more hopeful 
to-day, operators having about concluded 
that the 6 per cent. discount rate of the 
Bank of England would prove effective in 
stemming the outflow of gold. 

American securities had an exciting 
opening. Saturday's break in Wall Street 
caused a heavy liquidation here, and 
there were many sales from the Conti- 
nent. At the opening values were over a 
Point below parity, but good support was 
soon forthcoming, and there was quite a 
boom befcre noon, prices being rushed up 
2 points from the lowest quotations, and 
the whole list practically recovered the 
parity loss. 

All the gold available in the open mar- 
ket to-day, $1,250,000, was obtained by the 
Bank of England. There was no competi- 
tion on the part of the United States, and 
the price was reduced an eighth of a 
penny, indicating the belief on the part 
of the Bank that it will be able to build 
up its reserve by obtaining the larger 
amount of the metal available next week. 


STEVENS BALLOON WINS. 


Goes Up in Competition with the Cen- 
taur at Pittsfield. 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., Oct. 22.—Two bal- 
loons, the Centaur and the Orient, which 
remained here after the aero-automobile 
race between balloons and automobiles 
for the Hawley Cup had been declared off 
last Saturday, participated in a contest 
to-day which carried them many miles 
over Northwestern Massachusetts and 
Southern Vermont. The Orient outsaliled 
the Centaur by about three hours and a 
half, finally landing in the little mount- 
ainous town of Jamaica, in Windham 
County, Vt., fifty-seven miles from the 
start. The Centaur came down in Ben- 
nington, Vt., thirty miles from thig ity. 

The balloons rose from here at 10:20 
o'clock this forenoon without accident. 
The Centaur carried Charles T. Walsh, 
pilot, and Major Samuel Reber and Capt. 
Charles F. Chandler of the Signal Corps, 
United States Army. The Orient was 
piloted by Leo Stevens, who had as his 
companion Capt. Homer W. Hedge, Presi- 
dent of the Aero Club of America. 

The balloons were in sight of each other 
for three hours and after them sped 
three automobiles, which had entered in 
the Hawley Cup contest last Saturday. 
The Centaur was slightly behind the 
Orient on crossing the Vermont border- 
line, and after getting over Bennington, 
Walsh decided to land. The descent was 
successfully accomplished on the slope 
of Woodford Mountain, three miles out- 
side of the town of Bennington at 1 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The occupants of the Centaur stated on 
landing that they considered their ob- 
ject accomplished and that their trip had 
been highly successful from a scientific 
standpoint. They had reached a height 
of 6,200 feet. 

After seeing the Centaur descend, Ste- 
vens decided to keep on. Twenty-seven 
more miles of Southern Vermont were 
passed, and at 4:30 the Orient came down 
in Jamaica. Mr, Stevens stated after 
landing that the balloon went 8,000 feet 
into the air. Above the clouds the heat 
was so intense that all outside clothing 
had to be discarded. At one time the 
thermometer registered 106 degrees. 

An effort wil be made to nold the con- 
test for the Hawley Cup next Saturday.

Working on the basis of the, 
Hearst meeting in the same place several 
weeks ago, his publicity men had been, 
saying confidently that this rally would} 
be the “biggest political meeting ever, 
held in New York.”’ More advertising ha@ 
been done than for the first Hearst'\meet- 
ing this year; that was admitted. 
Nevertheless, there were fewer in and 
around Madison Square Garden last night 
than several weeks ago, in spite of the ade 
vertising and in spite of the nearness of 
election day. Judging by last nights» 
mecting, Mr. Hearst’s critics figured that 
he had lost some little ground in the last 
week or so. It is not that the Garden 
wasn’t filled. Besides, two overflow 
meetings were held outside. Experience 
of the last few weeks has led Hearst fole 
lowers to expect his meetings to jam @ 
house, however big, and to so fill the. 
streets near by that persons can’t move 
through them. 
Room for 1,000 More. 


The Garden last night was filled, ale 
though not uncomfortably. Perhaps 1,000, 
more persons could have been admitted./ 
The audience was not quite so large as 
Dowie held there for a week several Win- 
ters ago. The Garden holds 10,000 per 
eons easily. Possibly 9,000 were within 
its walls last night. Nevertheless flimsy 
sheets passed around by the Independence 
League Press Bureau quoted Chief Pox. 
lice Inspector Cortright as saying that 
there were 12,000 within the Garden and 
15,000 outside. As a matter of fact, there 
were about 3,000 outside. 

There were just as many small flags in- 
side the house as there were persons, and 
almost as many cow bells.

J. GORDON BENNETT INDICTED. 


The Herald and Its Advertising Man) 


Also Being Prosecuted. 


It came out yesterday, 


United States Circuit Court, of Lawyers 
William M. Rand, Jr., and Joel M. Marx 
as counsel for James Gordon Bennett, 
owner of The New York Herald, and 
Manley W. Gillam, advertising manager 
of the paper, that indictments have been 
found against Mr. Bennett, Mr. Gillam, 
and the New York Herald Corporation 
charging them with having deposited in 
the United States mails objectionable and 
unmailable matter in the form of “ per- 
sonal” advertisements. 

The indictments are found under Sec- 
tion 621 of the First Supplement to the 
United States Revised Statutes, and each 
indictment contains eight counts, charg- 
ing the defendants with having deposited 
in the Post Office certain specified copies 
of The Herald containing the alleged im- 
proper personals. 

The Herald Corporation and Messrs 
Bennett and Gillam, through their coun- 
sel, interposed pleas of not guilty, with 
the privilege of withdrawal within three 
weeks, ‘and the substitution of demurrers 
or other motions. Mr. Gillam was pres- 
ent in court. Mr, Bennett is in Europe. 

No bail was asked by the Federal at- 
torneys, it having been previously under- 
stood between Assistant United States At- 
torney Houghton and Messrs. Rand and 
Marx that the accused should go upon 
their own recognizances. : 

The new indictments are substituted for 
those found in the case of the United 
States against Messrs. Burke, Schaeffer, 
Miner, and Gillam, the first three editors 
of The Herald, who were charged with the 
same offense. These indictments have 
been dismissed, relieving the defendants, 
|with the exception of Mr. Gillam, who is 
named in the new indictments, from fur- 
them ilability. 

Under these indictments Messrs. Ben- 
nett and Gillam, if convicted, are subject 
to an extreme penalty of five years’ im- 
prisonment or a fine of $5,000, or both, on 
each count. The Herald Corporation can 
be fined $5,000 on each count. 

The prosecution is the result of com- 
plaints made to the Attorney General in 
Washington by the President of the 
Postal Reform League. Evidence was 
also furnished by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Crime, which at the same time 
was conducting a similar proceeding be- 
fore a City Magistrate. Both these pro- 
ceedings followed a crusade in The New 
York American against The Herald “ per-

|Were Rescued by the Mallory Liner 
Colorado After Clinging to Wreck- 
age fo rTwenty-four Hours.

MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 22.—Charles Ander- 
son, Otto Brink, Joseph Melson, and 
Charles Olsen, survivors from Houseboat 
4 of the Florida East Coast Railroad, 
which was blown to sea and wrecked by 
the hurricane of Oct. 18, were landed in 
this city to-day by the Mallory liner Colo- 
rado. They report 104 men drowned off 
this boat. 

The survivors were picked up at 5 
o’clock on Friday morning last, ninety 
miles off Key: West, having attracted at- 
tention by their cries. A small boat was 
put out from the Colorado, and the ex- 
hausted and half-crazed men were taken 


clothes having been torn off them. 

Melson, who was Captain of the house- 
boat, says that the hurricane began about 
7 o'clock Thursday morning, and at 8 
o’clock had tossed the boat from her 
mooring, several men being blown over- 
| board. Two big extra anchors were put 
out, but the wind increased in velocity 
|}and the house of the boat was carried 
away, and eventually the hull itself was 
torn to pieces. A number of the men 
were killed, and others had legs or arms 
broken. 

Forty-two men who were clinging to one 
side of the wreck were rescued on the 
morning of the 20th by a large steamer. 
Melson says he and the men with him 
tried to signal the boat, but could not get 
a reply. When the hull finally went to 
pleces he and his three companions hung 
on to part of the bottom and floated 
around in the water, submerged to their 
waists, until Friday morning at 5 o'clock,

| Snow and Wind Storms Interrupt 
Travel and Telegraph Service. 


DENVER, Oct. 22.—Snow, wind, and 
| cold extended over nearly the entire 
j} country between the Rocky Mountains 
'and the Missouri River to-day, causing 
heavy losses of. live 
fruit. Telegraph wires were prostrated 
and railroad schedules disarranged. 

The storm is almost unprecedented for

LONDON BANKER’S SUICIDE: 


P. Macfadyen, After Failure, Throws 
Himself in Front of Train. 


LONDON, Oct. 22.—P. Macfadyen, head 
of Macfadyen & Co., bankers, whose sus- 
pension was announced Saturday, com- 
mitted suicide within an hour after post- 
ing the notice of the failure on the door 
of the bank by throwing himself before 
a train in a tunnel about half a mile 
away from his place of business. 

Mr. Macfadyen appears to have gone 
direct from his bank to a station of the 
City and South London Railway, to have 
entered the tunnel unobserved, and to have 
laid down in front of an approaching 
train.

Only University Men Can Compete in 
Open Sports. 
The Council of New York University at its 


| annual meeting yesterday decided that no stu- 


dent shall represent the university hereafter 
in any intercollegiate athletic contest under 
the auspices of the University Athletic Asso- 
ciation unless he is a student in good stand- 
ing in the unfversity proper or tn the School 


of Applied Science, and in other respects cames 
within the generally accepted rules governing 
amateur sports.

man is unprofitable to the man who 
hires him. This is doubly true of the 
Judges upon the bench in a great city 
like New York, where the courts are al- 
Ways overcrowded and where capacity 
to dispatch business is one of the high- 
est requisites of the office. In this Ju- 
dicial Department a Judge who cannot 
with a quick mind and sure decisions 
dispose of the business before him has 


been unwisely chosen, and is not fit for | 


his place. 

A little consideration will show that 
judicial ‘incompetence is terribly expen- 
sive. We pay a Judge of the Supreme 
Court $17,500 a year. That is a large 
salary, but it is only a small part of the 
annual expenditure required for a Su- 
preme Court Judge. In the first place 
he must have a great courtroom with 
communicating chambers, and accom- 
modations for juries and for clerical 
service. Against each Judge is prop- 
erly chargeable the proportion of court- 
house cost represented by the space oc- 
cupied. Then there is a small army of 
attendants, clerks, doormen, officers on 
duty, and so on. All day long during 
the time the court is in session there 
appear before a Supreme Court Judge 
lawyers, clients, witnesses, jurymen, 
and other persons whose time is valu- 
able. Their time runs with his—if he is 
slow they feel the burden of the delay. 
Taking it altogether, the community 
pays out a good deal more than a hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year to keep 
the court of one of these Judges in op- 
eration. We have heard the amount 
estimated at much higher figures.

It may seem wonderful to the un- 
imaginative mind that the great ship is 
able to shuttle the sea at such speed, or 
at all. Yet how primitive is the method 
by which power is secured to move her. 
Her dynamics are.in truth in the 
stored-up energy of the sun, but this ts 
released awkwardly, painfully, blun- 
deringly, by the sweating labor of min- 
ers, railroad brakemen, coal heavers, 
and stokers, and in so crass a form that 
the huge hulk is big enough only to 
hold energy sufficient for a week’s 
travel, the machinery of that energy 
itself constituting half the burden. 
Meanwhile, the very sea and air 
through which the ship travels, not 
alone in their restlessness, but in their 
chemical and electric constitution, are 
palpitant with power anxious to do 
with infinite ease more than is now 
achieved through grueling labor. 

The dynamo is a step beyond the 
steam mill, as the latter is a step be- 
yond the windmill, the water wheel, and 
the sail—though it is not through pure 
mechanism that energy will be most 
economically appropriated. The stor- 
age battery is a conserving engine of 
much promise, although, as at present 
known, it has accomplished little. 

The whole world is a-throb; energy, 
power eager to be at something, is 
chained and chambered on every hand. 
The mighty processes of nature are at 
play—they must be taught to work. It 
is time assuredly for some wise man to 
devise means to persuade the unem- 
ployed giants into our service, to in- 
duce them to do for us at our will far 
more than Mr. Eprson expects of his 
new storage battery.

French artist from 
whose recent book 
about New York many 
opinions and observations were quoted in 
Tup Times on Sunday, “in this country 
they never ask of a man, ‘ What does he 
amount to?’ but they ask, ‘How much 
has he got?’’’ The word used, mind, is 
‘never!’’ And again we read: “I saw 
two young women who during the short 
journey (from Providence to Boston) 
emptied an enormous box of bonbons; it 
must have weighed five pounds. One never 
offers a lady a box weighing less than 
that.”” The ‘“‘ never’ once more! 

Well, it is a convenient word, and Amer- 
icans who write about “abroad” use it 
just as freely as does M. HuarRp. Those 
two cases from his book, however, strik- 
ingly illustrate the dangers incidental to 
its employment, and one, would like to 
know how this amiable and intelligent 
Frenchman failed to realize that his state- 
ments are considerably more absurd than 
amusing—or amusing only because they 
are so very absurd. As a matter of fact, 
of course, we ask what a man amounts to 
vastly oftener than we ask what he has 
got; are, as a rule, vastly more interest- 
ed in the character and abilities of men 
than in their possessions, and when, for 
some special reason, we are inquisitive 
on the latter subject, we treat the infor- 
mation we get as of no particular im- 
portance except for that special reason. 

In other words, it may fairly be as- 
serted that money is treated here much 
as it Is treated everywhere else, and that 
such little difference as there is between 
our regard for it and that, say, of the 
typical Frenchman, is that the French- 
man is more respectful toward it and its 
possessors than we are, that he is more 
impressed by smaller amounts of it than 
we are, and that he devotes to the saving 
of a franc much more mental energy than 
the fypical American gives to the earning 
and spending of a dollar. The foreign 
gabble about America’s worship of money 
long since became tiresome, and it was 
always false. What these critics really 
begrudge us is our joy in spending, and 
much of their irritation is due to their re- 
sentment of our refusal to share their 
own reverence for that grimy. virtue, 
economy. 

M. Hvarp is wrong when he says that 
five-pound boxes of candy are the 
smallest that can be given to the Ameri- 
can woman, and he doesn’t even see that 
if he were right the fact would be dis- 
proof of his larger contention as to our 
reverence for wealth. If he had read our 
newspapers instead of contenting himself 
with exclamations over their size he might 
have discovered that here the rich man 
is, in a way, on the defensive simply be- 
cause he is rich, and that he is far from 
being the object of a general reverence.

lator.’’ The term is somewhat vague. Its 
accepted meaning, we suppose, when used 
without explanation or qualification, is a 
man who plays the Wall Street game 
merely as a game; but it has many other 
significances and applications, and, really, 
Mr. MurRpny told us nothing at all when 
he said that he was—or could be recorded 
as—a speculator. 

It is a pity that the inquisitors did not 
push their inquiries a little further and 
ask him in what he speculated and how. 
As they asserted the right to know this 
enigmatic person’s business it is hard to 
see why they let him off with an answer 
which was in effect a refusal to answer, 
and the hesitation about giving even this 
answer should or might have been an in- 
ecentive to further inquiry.

WHO MADE HEARST POSSIBLE? 


DOr. Newton Says the Safe and Sane 
but Indolent Did It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. Gilder’s letter in yesterday’s Times 
concerning Mr. Hearst forms very pa- 
thetic reading. His distress is one which 
hosts of our citizens are sharing. All 
that he says seems to me, for one, un- 
doubtedly true. And it is said with dig- 
nity and self-restraint—which is ‘more 
than can be affirmed of much of the 
present denunciation of Mr. Hearst. De- 
spite the hysteria into which grave jour- 
nals are now falling—as they have fallen 
more than once in times past when the 
pillars of society have seemed to shake, 
from the days of that famous campaign 
of the great-hearted and pure-souled re- 
former Henry George—despite this hys- 
teria, the bulk of the charges against 
Mr. Hearst which these papers make are 
also too sadly true. 

All that Collier’s Weekly, in its four 
articles on ‘“‘Hearstism,” affirms its 
equally correot—in this case calmly and 
judicially affirmed. Mr. Brisbane and his 
fellow-Aarons and Hurs who are uphold- 
ing the hands of our modern Moses—not 
alas! in his prayers—notwithstanding the 
public opinion concerning their chief, are 
pretty nearly accurate, it is to be feared. 

And yet— 

Is there not a Hittle unconscious un- 
reality in this overrighteous objur’gation 
of Hearst? Is he the only sinner in our 
Jerusalem? Have our model journals 
and our respectable citizens been alert 
to condemn in the bud the evils which 
they now Genounce in the flower? The 
World is now arrayed virtuously against 
the proprietor of The American—its too 
smart pupil. The Herald holds its skirts 
daintily away from any contaminating 
touch from this abhorrent journalist—The 
Herald which for a generation has pub- 
licly conducted the vilest advertising 
business in its column of “ Personals,” 
a business which no other journal has 
seriously attacked, which the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice has never dis- 
turbed, which the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Crime has apparently never dis- 
covered, which all prosecuting attorneys, 
Mr. Jerome included, have allowed to 
carry on its “trade in the souls of men” 
undisturbed, and which it was left for the 
proprietor of The American alone to hale 
to the courts and thus stop, at least for 
the time.

Kinley notoriously secured by the “ busi- 
ness methods”’ of Mark Hanna? Has not 
| the old-time ideal of the office seeking 
the man been long outgrown by our pro- 
gressive people? 

How seriously have our family papers, 
our honorable public men, and our 
good citizens set themselves to ban such 
abhorrent degradation in journalism and 
politics? Why, then, this spasm of in- 
jJured innocence over a man who simply 
goes one better on so many of our suc- 
cessful journals and politicians? Let us 
give even the devil his due.

Any performance of Shakespeare’s 
“‘Cymbeline” would be worth seeing if 
only because of the infrequency of the 
play's presentation on the stage. But 
when to the opportunity of viewing the 
unfamfllar material is added the charm 
of such an Imogen as is revealed in the 
acting of Miss Viola Allen the occasion 
becomes really noteworthy. Miss Allen 
has long enjoyed the reputation of being 
an essentially womanly actress, and as 
Imogen is essentially a womanly woman— 
an ideal of womanliness, in fact—it might 
have been assumed at the outset that the 
réle would prove a sympathetic one for 
her. 

But Miss Allen’s previous achievements, 
in.many cases most worthy, have hardly 
led one to expect quite so much of re- 
fined sensibility and expressive sympathy 
eas she here displays. One may set the 
fact down promptly, then, that in this 
exquisite and appealing réle the actress 
is revealing the ripe and mellow fruit of 
her years of study and experience, and 
that she brings to her task an intellect- 
ual appreciation of its requirements, 
combined with a variety utterance 
considerably beyond anything she has 
previously disclosed. 

In the presence of this 
“Cymbeline ” it is not difficu 
stand why the play has not had more 
frequent representation in later years. 
Ten years have elapsed since Miss Ma- 
ther’s productio nof it was staged, and 
Mr. Irving’s presentation at the Lyceurn | 
preceded that by about one year. In both 
productions the resources of modern 
stagecraft were utilized to lend pictorial 
splendor. 

In preparing the discursive tale for the 
stage Miss Allen and her producers have 
seemingly been at no great pains to emu- 
late these examples. The scenes are gen- 
erally simple in design, and there has 
been little effort at elaboration. Instead 
of the familiar series of arches usual in 
such royal places on the stage one gets in 
the hall and courtyard of Cymbeline’s 
palace only a suggestion of bare and 
massive walls with supporting pillars of 
rough stone and a scant bit of tapestry 
here and there. Similarly Imogen’s bed- 
chamber is almost bare of anything ex- 
cept the couch, a couple of tall terches, 
and the necessary arras with its “story 
of the proud Cleopatra when she met her 
Roman.” 

In such restraint as 
course, able to recognize an 
right direction, but it is to be questioned 
whether such severity of treatment is 
best for the modern audience, unless, of 
course, the imagination can be stimulated 
throughout by such illuminative acting 
and reading of the poetic lines that the 
iliusion is enforced. 

It is absolutely necessary to eliminate 
large portions of the text, but when such 
eliminations are made it is extremely im- 
portant that those parts that remain, and | 
especially the explanatory portions, should 
be spoken in such a way as to be clearly 
understood Here comes to a chief 
defect in this performance. Even with 
the simple equipment much

Apparently she 
hal been acquiring a stock of affectations 
for the occasion, and her energetic eccen- 
tricities of speech so monopolized one’s 
attention that it was hard to look be- 
yond them. 

She was “made up,” too, for a Lily 
Bart older than the heroine of Mrs. Whar- 
ton. At any rate, the intervals in which 
she made one feel that Lily Bart was a 
reality were the times when the mentally 
distraught heroine was in the throes of 
a terrific strain. Then she was young 
enough, or old enough; and at the end, 
when the curtain fell upon an overdose of 
chloral just beginning to do its dread 
work, her age might have been a thou- 
sand. The dying Lily Bart was, for the 
first time, all that was wanted of her. 

While the plot, for the most part, fol- 
lowed that of the novel, there was less of 
the problematical about the play. The 
Lawrence Selden of the drama was at no 
time a silent lover, but showed his feel- 
ings on his first appearance, although un- 
til the end he was swayed by the doubts 
that were not to be dispelled _even by 
Lily’s death. The Augustus Trenor of 
the stage version was never a disinterest- 
ed lender of funds, but from the start he 
‘‘ speculated "’ for her and paid her profits 
out of his own pocket for the purpose of 
exercising his power to accomplish her 
downfall, 

That there were bright lines in the piece 
was not to be disputed. 

‘““My mother,” said the ill-fated young 
woman, ‘ wasn’t rich enough to give me 
money, so she gave me expensive tastes 
instead.”’ 

Then, when Mrs. Trenor, the matron of 
many loves, had been advised by her lat- 
est admirer to ‘“‘compose”’ herself, the 
response was: “Oh, you talk like a hus- 
band.” To which he answered, ‘‘ How 
can you say such cruel things to me?”’ 

There was, to be sure, plenty of dila- 
logue to rejoice him who delights in clev- 
er cynicism; but three hours of that sort 
of amusement must have been a bit wear- 
ing, even on the most cynical. 


IRVING IN “MARKHEIM.” 


Actor Creates a Deep Impression In 
Play from Stevenson’s Story. 


For the first time in America, Henry B. 
Irving appeared at the New Amsterdam 
Theatre last night in ‘ Markheim,” @ 
play in one act adapted from a story of 


2obert Louis Stevenson by W. L. Court- 
ney, The presentation followed the per- 
formance of ‘“ Charles I." 

‘““Markheim” is a bit of visualized 
psychology. It is the story of a murderer, 
who describes himself as an “ unwilling 
sinner,’ and says he “has always been 
confronted with the giant of circum- 
stance "’ in the form of poverty. He comes 
on Christmas Day to the shop of a dealer 
in curios. He murders the dealer to rob 
him of his money: and invest it in a “ sure 
thing.”” Then once again he will be a 
‘free agent,” and can follow the man- 
dates of his conscience. 

While he is searching for the dealer's 
money he is confronted by a man who in- 
troduces himself as’ his “ familiar spirit."’ 
This spirit offers to help him and to assist 
in the murder of the dealer’s servant 
when she returns. Markheim, in revolt 
at the horror of it all, exerts the only 
power he has left—the power to choose 
between doing evil and ceasing to act. 
When the door-bell rings he admits the 
servant, saying: ‘‘ You had better send 
for the police. I have killed your master.”’

ONLY HOLDS STOCK PROXIES 


| Statement, However, Taken In Some 


of Support from Harriman. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. issued this formal 
|statement yesterday of their attitude in 
the Illinois Central controversy between 
| President Stuyvesant Fish and E. H. Har- 
riman: 


Quarters to Mean a Withdrawal 


Concerning the controversy which has arisen 
} in connection with the recent annual election ! 
of the Illinois Central Railroad Company, our | 
firm, which is acting as bankers only, is un- 
willing to be drawn into these differences. 

We hold proxies on a considerable amount of 
stock which were sent by us to Mr. Fish at 
the Instance of the owners, and as far as our | 
firm is concerned this ends our connection with | 
the situation. 

It was said in behalf of the firm sil 
the statement carried no concealed sig- | 
nificance, that it meant only that in 
resigning last year from railroad direc- 
torates the firm had retired from the rail- 
road field, and meant to stay out of it. 

It was pointed out, however, that if the 
statement was accepted literally it would 
mean that Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who are 
the bankers for E. H. Harriman’s roads 
and were instrumental in forming the 
Railroad Securities Company which holds 
ja large amount of Illinois Central stock, 
| have withdrawn support from Mr. Har- 
riman in the Illinois Central fight, and 
mean hereafter to remain neutral in the 
controversy. 

The fact came to light yesterday in 
connection’ with this statement from 
| Kuhn, Loeb & Co. that plans have been 
laid for the dissolution of the Railroad 
Securities Company and the purchase by 
E. H. Harriman of Stuyvesant Fish’s 
third interest in the company. 

The Railroad Securities Company was 
organized in 1900 for the purpose of tak- 
ing over certain large holdings of Illinois 
Central, including those of Stuyvesant 
Fish and E. H. Harriman. Mr. Fish has 
}a one-third interest in the company and 
| Mr. Harriman and his associates a two- 
thirds interest. When the company was 
organized it took over 80,000 shares of 
Illinois Central, issuing therefor par or 
| $8, 000,000 in collateral trust bonds, which

THE OUTSIDE SECURITIES 


Sharp Recovery in Mining Shares 
on the Curb. 


Active Issues Regaln Most of Last 
Week’s Losses In Brisk Market — 
Manhattan Transit Turns Again. 


A better tone prevuiled on the curb 
yesterday, which put most of the active 
mining shares substantially higher in a 
moderately brisk market. Nipissing led 
in point of activity, selling 28,000, with a 
resultant net gain of 2% points, closing at 
24%. United Copper advanced from 64 to 
663% on sales of 1,900.. While the trading 
in several of the speculative issues which 
were most active a week ago failed to 
equal in volume of trading the standard 
set at that time, they were put up in 
most cases to the prices which ruled be- 
fore the decline of the latter days of last 
week. British Columbia Copper sold 
6,100, from 13 to 184%; Old Hundred, 8,200, 
from 4% to 0%; McKinley-Darragh, 10,000, 
from 2% to 3, and Giroux, 8,000, from 11% 
to 124%. Some of the mining stocks which 
showed substantial gains were Nevada 
Consolidated, which sold 7,500, from 20% 
to 22; Butte Coalition, which went up 
from 86% to 88%; Boston Copper, 2,200, 
from 81% to 82%, and Newhouse Mining, 
7,500, from 20% to 22. 

In the Industrial list interest centred in 
Manhattan Transit, which made an 
abrupt turn to the rising scale, selling 
4,500 from 4% up to 6%, but receding at 
the close to 6, leaving a net gain for the 
day of 1% points.

| Force Issue in Coming Conference. 


The question of scantling restrictions in yacht 
building is to play an important part fn the 
Atlantic Coast Conference of Yacht Clubs, 
to be called in December by the New 
| York: Yacht Club. The proposal, which 
was made by several influential yachts- 
; men: in New York, has not met witha 
| tlgation of the subject has been conscientiously 
entered into by thoge who usually prepare for 
j | yechiten conferences such technical information 
} as is necessary to guide them in their legisla- 
tion. It has not been thought probable that 


~| there would be adopted any radical measures 


| restricting scantlings, but it appears that New 
England has taken a different view of the ques- 
tion, and’ with its influence thrown solidly for 
such measures the chances seem to favor their 
| adoption. 

Advices from the Massachusetts clubs show 
that they are very keen for restrictions, and 
; that they propose to send to the conference a 
| solid delegation instructed to support them te- 
| naciously. This action was not anticipated. 
There has been a certain amount of discontent 
= New England since the last conference, over 
the fact that they were outvoted, although in 
the majority, in the last meetings held, by rea- 
son of a resolution passed at the first confer- 
ence. 

Scantling restriction is a difficult question at 
| best, and has to be approached carefully. The 

** | Lox tables, which have been applied for to 
| present to the conference, will be gone over 
| thoroughly. All phases of the knotty problem 
will be well considered before it is brought to 
the delegates for action. The general dispoai- 
tion here has been to allow much latitude to 
the designers, and if necessary to limit scant- 
lings in effect, but Indirectly, through the adop- 
tion of measures requiring only a certain 
percentage of the displacement in boats to be 
secured by ballast. The requirement most gen- 
erally favored is limiting the ballast to 50 per 
cent. of the weight of the vessel. 

There. is practical unison in the proposal of 
changes in the racing rules. The more definite 
description of cruising trim is generally agreed 
to, with especial attention to davits and small 
boats. Character of boats will also be considereg 
in the Rules of Racing Trim. A change will be 
made in the rule governing right of way, con- 
cerning passing to windward, so as to avert the 
nécessity of a boat actually striking another to 
establish right of way. A change will be made 
in the rule which provides that a “‘ mark is not 
a mark "’ in dete ng sea room until the start- 
ing: signal is set, through which unpleasant 
misunderstanding developed several times last 
season. Then the adoption of reverse and recall 
signals is necessary, and probably a change will 
be made in the formation of a starting line, 
and a range line may be adopted. 

The range line will be formed by placing two 
marks away from the committee boat, between 
which the yachts shall start. A boat will be 
considered to have crossed when it is in ran 
with the committee boat, and the first mari 
This can be seen both on the yacht and on the 
committee boat, whereas, by the present system 
a@ man handling a racing boat can never tell 
when he has crossed the line. 

The question of time allowance and mixed rig 
allowances do not appear to be very widely ais- 
cus¢sd as yet, and the question of the unifica- 
tion of class Mmits tn sloops and schooners ‘is 
not generally understood, but this is likely to 
be adopted when made plain without opposition, 
since it disturbs no present conditions.

ARREST MAY UNCOVER 
PICTURE-STEALING GANG 


Young Man Caught Trying to 
Sell a Museum’s Painting. 


CINCINNATI POLICE ACTING 


Perhaps Henri, the Prisoner, May Also 
Explain the Theft of Two St. 
Louis Paintings. 


Central Office detectives believe that in 
the arrest yesterday morning of a young 
Englishman who gave his name as Clar- 
endon Henri and his address as the Hoff- 
man House they have captured a mem- 
ber of the gang which for years has 
been making a business of stealing valua- 

| ble paintings from public exhibition 
| rooms, holding them for a time, and then 
negotiating for their return. 

Henri was arrested in the art gallery 
of William Schaus, at 415 Fifth Avenue, 
while attempting to sell a picture which 
had been stolen from the Art Gallery at 
Cincinnati on Oct. 6. The picture, an oil 
painting valued at $750 and entitled “A 

| Girl Knitting,” had been cut from its 
frame. The police think Henri may be 
able to tell who stole two paintings be- 
longing to George Leighton of this city 

| from St. Louis a few days after the Cin- 
cinnati robbery. The St. Louls police 
have been communicated with. 

Henri, who is about 22 years old and 
has a ruddy face and brown hair, ap- 
peared at the Hoffman House last Satur- 

| day morning, carrying a suit case. He 

| was decidedly English in dress and man- 
ner, and gave the clerk the impression 
that he was a.young Briton “ seeing the 

| world.” He registered himself as “ Clar- 

f}endon Henri, San Francisco.”’

later he was in Schaus’s art gallery show- 
ing Herman Schaus two oil paintings. 
One was “A Girl Knitting,”” by Meyer 
von Bremen; the other entitled “A Monk 
of Yesterday.” The latter picture was 
of no special value, and Mr. Schaus paid 
little attention to it. The moment alts 
eyes fell upon *‘ A Girl Knitting,’ he says, 
he recognized it as the picture that had 
been cut from its frame in Art Gal- 
lery, in Eden Park, Cincinnati. Its value 
is $750 and the painting is said to be a 
fine example of its kind. 

Mr. Schaus told Henri that he did not 
want the picture of the monk under any 
Learning that the young 
Englishman wanted $275 for “A _ Girl 
Knitting.” the art dealer made that an 
excuse to have the painting left “‘ under 
consideration ’’ until Monday. He made 
an appointment with Henri for 10 o’clock 
yesterday, 

As soon as Henri left the store Mr. 
Schaus telephoned to Police Headquar- 
ters and asked that a man be sent to 
shadow Henri until the hour of the ap- 
pointment.and to be present and get his 
evidence at the meeting yesterday. Then 
Mr. Schaus sent a telegram to J. H. Gest, 
Director of the Cincinnati Art Gallery, 
saying he believed he had the stolen “A 
Girl Knitting.’”” An immediate reply from 
| Mr. Gest said: “* Telegram received. Po- 
lice will act. Many thanks.” 

Detective Sergt. Judge went to the 
| Hoffman House, and, learning that Henri 
| was there, watched at the front door. It 
igs believed that Henri grew suspicious 
that he was being shadowed, for he had 
his suit case and coat removed from the 
|cloakroom to his bedroom. After the ar- 
rest it was found that Henri had left 
nothing in the suit case but a sheet of 
wrapping paper. He seemed to have 
brought no clothing with him.

terday. He entered the place with Judge 
close on his trail from the Hoffman House 
door. Henri entered into conversation 
with Mr. Schaus while Judge stood by 
and listened. When the price had again 
been mentioned, Mr. Schaus said: 

“Where did you get the painting?” 

“It was given to me by a friend in Ber- 
lin,”’ was the answer. 

“But you said on Saturday that you 
bought it at Christy’s, in London,” said 
Mr. Schaus. 

Detective Sergt, Judge then arrested 
Henri. The prisoner was indignant and 
became more pronouncedly European in 
his manner. It was, he said, “a deucedly 
embarrassing position.’’ There had been 
“an unfortunate error.’’ But on the way 
downtown he thawed a little under 
Judge’s desultory remarks. 

“Whatever put such an idea into your 
head?” asked the Detective Sergeant, 
with a laugh. 

“I didn’t do it,” said Henri. “You 
think you're very fly in this country. 
But really you are fly! However did you 
know that picture was missing? How- 
ever did you know that the Gainsborough 
picture was taken by Adam Worth? It’s 
awfully hard to get rid of these big pict- 
ures. Well, anyhow, you can’t prove I 
took this picture, for I am an art dealer 
of some repute myself, with a place of 
business at 4 Barclay Street, London. I 
am known at Christy’s, and at all the big 
European houses.”’ 

The Englishman was held by Magistrate 
Steinert in the Tombs Court to await ex- 
tradition. Then the case began to de- 
velop. Detective Sergeant Judge remem- 


bered a special dispatch from St. Louis 
of Oct. 20 to THe Timgs telling of the re- 
covery of one of the two pictures owned 
7 Mr. Leighton, which were stolen : 


after the picture of the knitting girl was 
stolen at Cincinnati. 

A very fine pair of silver-mounted 
shears, about ten inches long, were found 
on Henri. He also had several St. Louis 
newspapers, the dates of which seemed 
to show that Henri was probably in 8t. 
Louis at about the time of the Leighton 
robbery. 

The painting recovered by Mr. Leighton 
was by Hugo Solomon, and had been sold 
to W. W. Nesbit, who runs a.bookshop in 
St. Louis. Mr. Nesbit had recognized 
the picture as one of those stolen and 
had negotiated with the St. Louis School 
and Museum of Fine Art, from which it 
had been taken.
